OLD PAPERS IS 
REVIEWED HERE 
FOR HISTORIANS 


Tile McClean papers described as 
"one of the finest acquisitions” re­ 
ceived by the Adams County His­ 
torical Society in recent years and 
touching on many features of local 
and national history throughout the 
nineteenth century were reviewed for 
m embers of the county society on 
Tuesday evening by its secretary. 
Miss M argaret McMillan. 
The McClean collection, presented 
recently to the historical society by 
Mrs. Raymond F. (Prances McClean) 
Topper, contains a num ber of rare 
papers th a t "help give us reasons to 
think we are building a really fine 
collection of historical docum ents” 
in the words of Dr. Robert Forten- 
baugh, chairm an of the society's his­ 
tory and museum committee.

"M any persons let their fires g^ 
out in the spring each year, and do 
nothing until they light them again 
in the fall." he said "The accum ula­ 
tion of soot in chimneys very often 
causes them to catch fire, and such 
fires could be serious." 
Mr. Dunn also listed defective wir­ 
ing. use of improper fuses and put­ 
ting pennies in fuse blocks as other 
causes of fires. Many homes and 
business places are wired for a cer­ 
tain num ber of outlets, he saki. and 
Ute owners or occupants attach a 
num ber of cords or appliances in 
excess of what the line should carry. 
Smoking in bed was given by the 
speaker as one of the worst prac­ 
tices which he said causes many 
deaths each year.

D IG G IN G FOR GOLD 


M iners dig long and deep for th e 
precious thing th a t we call gold. 
Only in rare instances h as th is gold 
been discovered upon surfaces. O ften 
it is discovered m iles below th e su r­ 
face of the earth. 
Digging for knowledge and u n d er­ 
standing is th e sam e. You have to 
go deep into Ute h eart of a person 
to gain the gold of ch aracter and 
tru th . And in the g rea t books th a t 
have endured you have to dig, as 
well, for the gold of ch aracter and 
tru th is hidden there. O ften a great 
book h as to be read and re-read be­ 
fore its significance is revealed. 
Here is a sentence from th e w rit­ 
ings of John Ruskin th a t applies 
to the reading of books. He said: 
"Tile m etal you are in search of 
being in the au th o r’s m ind or m ean ­ 
ing. his words are as the rock w hich 
you have to crush and sm elt in order 
to get a t it.” It is because of th e h id ­ 
den ore of golden thoughts, th a t is 
so deeply hidden in g rea t books, th a t 
we should read carefully again and 
again its w orth. It is th is hidden 
treasure in thoughts th a t has m ade 
great books live and be turned to 
again and again. 
Only this day I selected a little 
book from my library w hich I had 
not read for years, and I was am azed 
th a t I had neglected it for so long 
as it was filled w ith hidden gold! 
The best and choicest of a m an or 
wom an lives in his or h er books. 
I am new engaged in reading a 
book in two volumes th a t will prob­ 
ably take me m any m onths to com ­ 
plete 
but every once in a while I 
come to w hat the m iner term s ‘‘pay 
d irt.” Iii other words, veins of gold­ 
en thoughts. T h a t is why this book 
lias been term ed one of the g reat 
books of Die world. I refer to C harles 
M. D oughty’s "A rabia D eserta.” I 
note th a t the second volum e’s leaves 
rem ain uncut. The form er ow ner a p ­ 
parently got discouraged, as m any 
a m iner has, and left off digging! I 
do not Intend to. 
Nothing com es to any of us w ith ­ 
out great labor. Easy success w ithers 
early. If we w ant the gold out of life 
we m ust dig deep for it. B ut we m ust 
w ant it first!
